As I stated 
in^your^home, I will definitely contact you if I discover anything in those photos 
which might increase their historical or mcnetary value, as I .think that such knowl- 
edge is properly yours. As for copies of the prints, would it be possible far me 
to have 2 copies of each. I ask this because I have had seme unfortunate exper- 
ience with totally unpredictable fluke accidents which have destroyed a few things 
of which I had _ only one copy, and so like to have, two copies of every item in my 
files. ^ In addition, it is useful to have a spar© an which to make measurements . 

In addition, a blowup of the center portion (showing Hie faces in the crowd) of 
photo two would grettly facilitate my work if your sen would have no objection. 

Since Dr. ^Nichol's photographer will be making the prints, I wander if your 
sen would consider the possibility of making a similar agreement with cne other 
researcher* — Harold Weisberg, the well-known author. Hs often discovers things of 
importance or value which others miss and would be able to help me work with’the 
photos if he had copies. If your sen has no# objections, then* perhaps Mr. Weisberg 
could also execute an affadavit and then Dr. Nichol's photographer could just make 
an extra copy of each photo. Dr. Nichol’s knows Mr. Weisberg quite weJHt so the 
logistics of this arrangement would not be difficult. From past experience I am 
certain that Mr. Weisberg would be glad to aid me .in my weak with these photos and 
Hjat is why I take the liberty of making such a suggestion. If your son* OK’d the 
idea, then either Dr. Nichols or ©/self could send Mr, Weisberg a copy of my affi- 
davit and he could execute an identical cne.
